Meat quota prices suspended 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Prae- 


ident Nixon has suaranded 
meat import quotas for 1973 in 
an effort to atop the rise to su- 
permarket meat prices. 


Treasury Secretory George 


P. Shulti, who announced the 
decision Thursday, cautioned 
that consumers should not ex- 
pect a reduction to meat prices. 


He said the action hopefully 


will halt the current rise and 
stabilise the price. 


The nation has been oper- 


ating without import quotas 
since July when Nixon removed 
the quotas then to affect. Shults 
•aid some countries, notably 
Australia, responded to the 
July action by shipping larger 
quantities of meat. 


Only about seven per cent of 


the meat on American markets 
comes from foreign sources. 
Shults satf this percentage 
probably would increase to 
eight per cent because of the 
suspension. 


The total supply of meat 


available in America is ex- 
pected to increase by three per 
cent, with much of the increase 
coming from domestic produc- 
tion, he said. 


Shults declined to comment 


on whether other steps would 
be taken to halt a rise in 
prices. 


"This action," he said, "dem- 


onstrates the President's firm 
determination to hold the cost 
of food to the American con- 


' He said the suspension 


not aimed at American 


farmers. 


"Our purpose >s to remedy a 


short term shortage that is be- 
yond the ability of our fanners 
to fill in 1973," he added. "The 
vigorous growth of employment 
and income we foresee in 1973 
will mean an increase in the 
demand for meat in this coun- 
try which, despite an increase 
in meat production, will put 
upward pressure 
on meat 


prices." 


Shults said the suspension is 


expected to continue throughout 
1973 but added that quotas 
could be reinstated if market 
conditions changed substantial- 
ly. He said the secretary of ag- 
riculture would review the situ- 
ation every three months. 


Most imported meat under 


quote restrictions has been low- 
quality beef used in hamburger 
and other manufactured prod- 
ucts. Australia and New Zea- 
land together normally supply 
about 70 per cent of the ship- 
ments to U.S. markets. 


Cooked, canned and other 


processed meat has not been 
restricted and is not included in 
the quota Uw. 


Through October, this year's 


imports totaled about 1.14 bil- 
lion pounds and may reach 
near 1.3 billion for all of this 
year if November and Decem- 
ber shipments continue the ear- 
lier pace. 


IntoDigence reports say there 


are II battalions of SAM* in 
the Haiphong area comprising 
a total of 1M missile Uunchers. 
In the first three days of the 
new raids, the Pentagon has 
said, these Uunchers sent about 
300 SAMs aloft against Ameri- 
can warplanes.

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Pentagon accuses VN 
of Geneva violation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Pentagon 
spokesman today 


called "incorrect" a North 
Vietnamese claim that U.S. 
bombs had hit a Hanoi prison 
camp for captured U.S. pilots. 


"On the basis of the best in- 


formation we have, the allega- 
tion is not correct," Pentagon 
spokesman Jerry W. Friedhelm 
told a briefing. 


Friedhelm did not say what 


information led the Defense De- 
partment to its conclusion that 
the North Vietnamese claim 
waa incorrect. 


Radio Hanoi claimed in a 


broadcast Thursday that a 
number of residents of the pris- 
on 
camp, nicknamed the 


"Hanoi Hilton," were injured in 
VS. raids. 


The broadcast said that a 


number of American civilians 
visiting Hanoi, including folk 
singer Joan Baet, were shown 
the damage. 


Friedheim restated his for- 


mal position of Thursday night 
that "we have not targeted any 


vicinity where we think pri- 
soners might be held." 


Friedheim said the North 


Vietnamese in the past have 
made similar allegations about 
U.S. 
bomb damage to POW 


camps and that these allega- 
tions were incorrect. 


The White House had no com- 


ment on the Hanoi broadcast, 
referring questioners to the 
Pentagon statement. 


Friedheim said the prisoners 


were confined "in areas par- 
ticularly exposed to the dan- 
gers of war." At the same 
time, he cautioned that Penta- 
gon officials have no proof the 
report was true. 


"If the North Vietnamese al- 


legations are correct—and we 
have no information that these 
allegations are in fact, cor- 
rect,—then Hanoi is admitting 
that it is violating the Geneva 
Convention," he said. 


The POW camp is reportedly

Investigation of 
Clements aired 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ar- 


gentine investigators, in a 1964 
report denouncing foreign oil 
corporations, said a company 
headed by William P. Clements 
Jr. paid commissions that were 
"illicit and contrary to the pub- 
lic morals" to obtain one of the 
largest drilling contracts in his- 
tory. 


Clements, 56, has been nomi- 


nated by President Nixon to be 
deputy secretary of defense, 
No. 2 position in the Pentagon 
with direct authority over de- 
fense contracting. 


The Dallas multimillionaire, 


chairman of Sedco, Inc., a 
worldwide drilling company, 
could not be reached for com- 
ment on the Argentine report. 


But Sedco general counsel 


Tom B. Rhodes said it was put 
out by politicians and "politi- 
cians say any damn thing they 
please." 


The report by a special in- 


vestigating committee of the 
Argentine Chamber of Deputies 
said negotiations leading to 
contracts awarded Clements' 
company, then known as South- 
eastern Drilling Co., and other 
foreign oil corporations were 
conducted in a "frame of 
profound immorality and cor- 
ruption." 


The 1969-1993 contract be- 


tween the government oil mo- 
nopoly and Southeastern was 
one that the investigators said 


* t* • 
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they gave special consideration 
because, they said, there was 
evidence of illicit commissions 
which "in this type of operation 
normally is hard to nail down." 


The report was issued in Oc- 


tober, 1964, after a 10-month in- 
vestigation and was approved 
by the full chamber in Novem- 
ber. 


It called for prosecution of 


former President Arturo Fron- 
dizi and two high ranking aides 
in the Frondizi administration 
which had been ousted in 1962, 
largely over the politically 
charged issue of foreign oil con- 
tracts. 


Earlier this week The Associ- 


ated Press reported that Cle- 
ments, his company and sev- 
eral business associates were 
defendants in a civil suit in 
Dallas federal court, arising 
from the Argentine contract. 


Antonio A. Diaz, a wealthy 


and influential Buenos Aires 
businessman who helped nego- 
tiate the contract for South- 
eastern, has accused Clements 
.and others of cheating him of 
full commissions he says are 
due. 


Federal court records in Dal- 


las show that by the time the 
Southeastern contract was com- 
pleted in 1963, it had catapulted 
Southeastern from a domestic 
wildcat outfit to a worldwide 
operation and had made Cle- 
ments a millionaire several 
times over. 


The report by the Argentine 


chamber said Diaz had earned 
hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in commissions as an in- 
fluence 
peddler for South- 


eastern, and not, as Diaz 
claimed before the committee, 
for publicity work through film 
mmpanies he owned. 


The report said Diaz had 


made contact with SIDE, the 
Argentine intelligence agency, 
and opened the way for South- 
eastern executives to present 
the company's plans. 
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raids took place Wednesday 
and Thursday. 


Friedheim claimed the U.S.

BELFAST (AP) - Northern 


Ireland's religious warfare 
claimed another victim late 
Thursday as a massive hunt 
went on for the gunmen who 
killed five persons in a subma- 
chine gun attack on a crowded 
tavern. 


The latest casualty was 


James Mullin, a 26-year-old Ro- 
man Catholic who was shot 
dead in the coastal resort of 
Bangor, 15 mites east of Bel- 
fast, as he waited for a friend 
to drive him to his night job in 
a carpet factory. 


His death raised the prov- 


ince's fatality toll to at teast 
679 in more than three years of 
communal violence. He was the 
seventh Catholic to die in two 
days. 


Meanwhile, a thousand troops 


and police searched houses, 
cars and people in and around 
Londonderry in the hunt for the 
two gunmen who opened fire in 
the Top of the Hill pub late 
Wednesday. 


The bar, frequented mostly 


by Catholics, is in a Catholic 
zone in a Protestant district of 
the bomb-scarred city. One of 
the men killed was a Protes- 
tant. 


Police believe the attack was 


the work of extremist Protes- 
tants avenging the killing of a 
Protestant militiaman earlier 
Wednesday. 


The killing so far this month 


have reached 29, more than 
twice those of November. 


Police in Dublin arrested a 


British citizen, John Wyraan, on 
charges of spying for the Brit- 
ish 
government. 
Informed 


sources said he had gotten Irish 
government documents con- 
cerning the Irish Republican 
Army from Patrick Crinnion, a 
33-year-old member of the Irish 
police who was also arrested. 


The sources said Wya<an, 36, 


is a member of the British se- 
cret service and was part of a 
spy ring that infiltrated the 
Irish police to get information 
on the IRA.

hard work ahead of us." 


Many members of the union's 


Ifrman curative board who 
earlier came into office with 
Boyle have indicated strong re- 
sistance to some of Miller's re- 
form goals. 


These Include cutting salaries 


of officers and some higher 
paid staff members by 19 per 
cent, moving the union's head- 
quarters out of the nation's 
capital to "somewhere in the 
coal fields," and giving rank- 
and-file union members a 
greater voice in union affairs. 


Installed with Milkr were his 


running mates, Vice President 
Mike Trbovich and Secretary- 
Treasurer Harry Patrick. 


Participating in the ceremo- 


nies was Joseph A. "Chip" 
Yabkmski, attorney son of the 
slain Yablonski and a founder 
of the Miners for Democracy 
whose winning slate took over 
the union.

What is 
the "Gravlee Jet Washer" 
test and why are doctors 
not using It when it It ef- 
ficient, cheap and reliable. 
V.a women have believed 
that if our Pap smear shows 
negative we are perfectly 
safe. Previously the only 
sure test for detection of can- 
cer of the womb was a dila- 
tation and curettage (D It C). 


Dear Reader—Don't knock 


the Pap test. It has made a 
wonderful 
contribution 
to 


health. The equal number of 
deaths from cervical cancer 
and endometrial cancer 
(cancer of the upper womb) 
is only because the Pap test 
and education about cervical 
cancer have been to success- 
ful. As recently as 1940 there 
were eight cancer deaths 
from cervical cancer to 
every death caused by can- 
cer of the upper womb. The 
change is because the cam- 
paign against cervical can- 
cer has been so successful. 
So, let's give credit where 
credit is due. 


Cancer in the upper womb 


is normally closed off from 
the vaginal vault and could 
not be detected without a 
dilatation and curettage (DA 
C) which involved a general 
anesthetic and operative pro- 
cedure. This was the pro- 
cedure that was done when- 
ever a woman had any un- 
explained bleeding and the

through the opening of the 
cervix at the mouth of the 
womb and inserted into the 
upper womb. By washing out 
the womb and suctioning out 
the fluid, this fluid is then 
available to the cells can be 
studied. This Invention real- 
ly makes it possible to ob- 
tain cells from the upper 
uterus to do the ordinary 
Pap test on them. Prior to 
this procedure the only cells 
that could be obtained were 
those in the vaginal vault 
and around the cervix lo- 
cated in the vaginal vault.. 
This new procedure is rela- 
tively painless and rapid, 
and I am sure that it will 
be available toon in most of- 
fices where examinations of 
women for cancer are con- 
ducted.

cancer of the upper womb: 
as women who are over 40, 
post-menopautal, menstruat- 
ing after 45, obese, diabetic, 
hypertensive, childless and 
women on long-term estro- 
gen therapy. 


For the women in the; 


United States who develop 
cancer of the upper womb, 
this method offers an oppor- 
tunity for early detection 
and treatment. It should do 
for cancer of the upper 
womb what the routine Pap 
test and education have done 
for treatment of cancer of 
the cervix.

According to an astrono- 


mer of note, who is also an 
academician, there are four 
possible hypotheses which 
have evolved out of the as- 
tronomical features of the 
Star of Bethlehem. In es- 
sence here are his scholarly 
observations: 


A very treat meteor must 


have appeared, and it 
seemed to fall toward the 
eastern horizon over the 
city of Bethlehem. Since a 
meteor, is a very transient 
phenomenon, lasting at 
most only a few seconds, it 
is quite local in character. 
If it were large enough to 
attract the ordinary observ- 
er over any considerable 
area, its place of contact 
with the earth could still

be identified and become an 
historic shrine. 


The second possibility to 


consider is that a comet 
appeared in the sky. A great 
comet could command the 
attention of all the inhabit- 
ants of the eastern world, 
as it existed at the time. 
Comets last for days and 
have been known to be so 
dazzling as to be visible 
even in daylight. Such a 
comet would be on record, 
even in those days. As a 
matter of fact, the Chinese 
recorded such a comet in 
the year 4 B.C., and record 
that it was visible some- 
time from February to 
April. Even with some vari- 
ance in the seasons, there 
seems to be more than 
mere coincidence here. 


The third possibility is 


that of a new star. An ex- 
traordinary phenomenon, 
its occurence is very rare. 
The year 1572 is notable as

the year when a famous 
nova was discovered. In 
1S04 Keppler at age 33 ob- 
served a similar happening. 
So impressed by the appari- 
tion, "in triumphal pomp," 
Kessler wrote three papers 
on the identification of the 
year of Christ's Birth. Since 
then at least 20 brilliant 
new stars have appeared; 
the 20th century records 
five of the most brilliant. 
Scholars venture to suggest 
that the Star of Bethlehem 
may have been one of the 
temporary stars. 


The fourth projection is 


that of conjunction or com- 
ing together of two or m»re 


well-known planets. It is 
possible to compute these 
times as far back in history 
as we desire. If any three 
of the conspicuous naked- 
eye planets, Saturn, Jupi- 
ter, Mars and Venus, should 
come together it would cre- 
ate an event of historic Im- 
portance. Such an event evi- 
dently occurred in the year 
7-6 B.C. . . . with Jupiter, 
Saturn and Man In < 
tion.

Of all the traditional ac-

In the creche are all the 


Nativity figures: the Holy

and their flock . . . the cat- 
tle, the donkeys, the sheep, 
the lambs and all the crea- 
tures which inhabited the 
stable area . . . all gathered 
around the Baby in the 
manger. 


Throughout most of Eur- 


ope from earliest Christian 
times the custom of re- 
creating the Nativity scene 
has spread. Often the 
figures were delicately 
carved of wood, precious to, 
the owners and handed' 
down from generation to 
generation.

Astounded, the Wise Men 
ascribed to this phenome- 
non some holy meaning, 
and they carried fire back 
to their countries and 
placed it into a great 
church. To this day fire is 
kept constantly burning in 
many churches, and often 
worshipped.

the beginnings of Christinas 
glowed in Festival of Lights 


The roots of Christmas as 


it is observed in Christian 
countries go deeply into the 
folklore of the Druids, Scan- 
dinavians, Romans, Egyp- 
tians, and Jews. 


Celebrations by all these 


groups took place at a time 
of year when "the days be- 
gin to lengthen and the cold 
begins to strengthen," or 
"when the earth began to 
waken under the kiss of 
light, when new hopes rose 
in frosen hearts." 


To the Jews this period 


was the Festival of Lights 
or Dedication, called Ha- 
nskkahorChamikah. 


Their history records that 
in 116 B.C. a Maccabeean 
army vanquished an army 
of Syrians. Judas Macca- 
beus entered Jerusalem 
with his forces and found it 
a place of desolation, the 
temple destroyed. He began 
the work of purification and 
on the ttih day of Kislev it 
was finished and a sacred 
light was lighted. 


The sacred oil had been 


almost exhausted but a jar 
was found which they 
judged would burn for one 


day. MlracukNBly it lasted 
8 days! Therefor* the Jews 
decree each year that the I 


days previous to December 
B be celebrated. 


The first night two tapers 


are lighted; one is the 
torch. The second night a 
third candle is added and so 
on for each night until the 
eighth day. Thus a true Ha- 
nukkah candelabrum has 
nine arms.

Indian play, is given in 
Texas each year. It is given 
by every-day people who 
work for a living, and find 
time to act at odd hours. 


The rehearsals take place 


secretly in someone's back 
yard . . . and the play is 
performed in someone's 
back yard, unpublicized, 
unheralded. The objective 
is that no one shall see the 
miracle play just from 
mere curiosity; spirituality 
is the raison d'etre. 


Introduced into Mexico 


by Spanish monks, it is 
given from Christmas to 
Candlemas by an amateur 
group gathered by invita- 
tion from house to house. 


The scene: at one end of 


the yard an altar of wood 
covered with black sateen, 
the background for the 
manger scene. On the steps, 
the family's prize posses- 
sions, while above ceilings 
are decked with rose- 
entwined crepe paper. In 
the center of the lowest 
step is the Christ Child, a 
life-size doll, placed on a 
platter of colorful candies; 
nearby are creatures of the 
Manger, of odd sizes and 
shapes. 


Opposite this scene, at 


the other end of the yard is 
a tent with volcanoes, dev- 
ils, fire. From it "live dev- 
ils" emerge. 


come shepherds, in pink 
coats with tinsel braid, a 
beaded valise over the 
shoulder, hung on broad red 
ribbon. The shepherds car- 
ry gaily ornate staffs, and 
chant a song which goes on 
and on. Behind them, Ermi- 
tano, which as his name 
suggests, is a hermit; he is 
a comic character, and 
represents the good of the 
world, the soul on its 
earthly journey. Sometimes 
the Archangel Gabriel ac- 
companies him. 


Behind him come seven 


devils, six in sequinned 
black and masks of ani- 
mals, and then Satan in 
bright red; all wear spark- 
lers in their caps. 


There is no formal end to 


the performance. The dev- 
ils are vanquished, and the 
shepherds kiss the Child. A 
wild Indian enters and a 
fight ensues. He is over- 


come, and he kisses the 
Child. Then all solemnly 
and slowly approach the 
altar and pay respects to 
the Child. Candy and food 
are offered. 


When the play begins, a 


girl comes out, dressed as 
an angel, and recites. Then
